Despite an improving econo¬ 
my, college graduates face a 
mixed job market this spring. 
More Job opportunities may be 
possible, but expectations for 
salaries are lower, according to 
a leading employment report. 

“There is widespread antici¬ 
pation that the new administra¬ 
tion and Congress will put pro¬ 
grams into place to stimulate 
the economy,” said Victor 
Lindquist, associate dean and 
director of placement at North¬ 
western University in Evanston, 
ILL. He is the author of the 
1993 Northwestern University 
Lindquist-Endicott Report. 

The 47th annual survey of 
business and industrial firms 
nationwide found that corporate 
America is “relatively opti¬ 
mistic,” but that the outlook for 
1993 graduates is only slightly 
better than 1992, the worst mar¬ 
ket for graduates in the past 20 
years. 

Most of the 258 businesses 
surveyed are cutting back on 
recruitment on college campus¬ 
es and are reducing hiring in 
several disciplines, including 
mot non-engineering graduates. 

“Students will have to mar-

As most South Campus 
majors will attest parking has 
been difficult this semester. In 
the summer of 1992, the city of 
Lowell closed the dirt lot across 
from Durgin Hall. The lot was 
closed so that it could be devel¬ 
oped into a park. 

Last semester the administra¬ 
tion in an attempt to alleviate 
the parking crunch began run¬ 
ning additional buses from the 
Research Lot to South Campus. 
In October they also began a 
process to lease additional park¬ 
ing spaces for South Campus 
majors. Since UMass Lowell is 
a public institution, requests for 
leases must be submitted 
through the Division of Capital 
Planning and Operations 
(DCPO). After the request is 
processed through the DCPO, 
the university must advertise the 
lease request for three weeks, 
and open up the request to a 
bidding process. Therefore the 
university is unable to directly 
approach private companies 
with a proposal. The paperwork 
was filed with DCPO in Octo¬ 
ber and has as yet not been pro¬ 
cessed. Thomas Costello, vice- 
president of Technical Research 
and Development, blames the 
delay on understaffing of the

Beginning this semester, stu¬ 
dents are not required to obtain 
instructors’ or advisors’ signa¬ 
tures to add or drop a class. Stu¬ 
dents can drop classes, and add 
classes with open spaces at the 
registrar’s office, or at the tem¬ 
porary add/drop table located in 
South Campus’ O’leary Library 
on the third floor, above the 
Media Center. According to 
Donald Donati of the Regis¬ 
trar’s Office, the new process 
has been a strong success, with 
hundreds served in the first 
week of class. 

During the first day of class 
many students took advantage 
of the ability to quickly add 
courses. For part of the day, a 
two hour wait developed at the 
North campus Registrar’s 
Office. The South Campus 
add/drop location had much 
smaller lines, or none at all, as 
many south campus majors are 
not aware of the table set up in 
O’leary Library. Other students 
mistakenly believed that North 
Campus classes could only be 
added or,dropped on North. 
The South Campus Add/Drop 
Table can add or drop classes on 
both campuses, as can the Reg¬ 
istrar's Office. 

Instructors no longer need to 
sign add or drop forms, except 
to add a student into an already 
full class. In the past, students 
could only add or drop classes 
with the signature of a profes¬ 
sor. This requirement led to 
problems, as many students 
approached professors on the 
first day of class to sign up for 
the few spaces remaining. 
Teachers were required to keep 


track of their own class rosters 
for the first ten days of class, 
and allow students to add when 
they felt they could. In the new 
system, teachers are out of the 
registration process entirely, 
except in the case of a student 
who can convince a professor to 
add into an already full class. 

The new process makes reg¬ 
istration easier for new and 
transfer students who have no 
classes at the semester’s begin¬ 
ning, as well as anyone who by 
mistake, or by not paying 
school tuition bills on time, had 
their schedules cleared. In the 
past, such students had to, by

agency. Daniel Brosnan who 
filed the request said “The Pro¬ 
posal will be advertised short- 

ly” 

The lease proposal the uni¬ 
versity submitted to DCPO had 
several stipulations. The lot had 
to hold between 50-350 cars, be 


within 3/4 of a mile of the uni¬ 
versity, and be in an area that 
would protect the safety and 
security of students. Addition¬ 
ally the lot must be paved and 
have adequate security. The 
location must be well lit. 

In the middle of last semester 


one of the prospective lots, 
Vulkor Lot on Broadway St, 
opened up their lot for student 
parking at a rate of two dollars 
per day. The Vulkor Corpora¬ 
tion printed and posted flyers 
around campus stating that

Prof. Chen dies in 
Mexico bus accident

Dr. Sung Jen Chen of the 
plastics engineering department 
died January 3 in a bus crash in 
Cancun, Mexico. 

Also claimed in the accident 
were his wife, Eileen Chen, 46, 
and their six year old son Ahn 
Ahn Chen, whom they adopted 
in 1987 in Taiwan. 

Bom in Taiwan in 1940, Dr. 
Chen received his B.S. from the 
National Taiwan University. 
Upon coming to the United 
States, he earned his M.S. from 
California Institute of Technolo¬ 
gy, and later his Ph.D. from 
Kansas State University. 

He was vice president for 
research and marketing at Ken- 
ics Corp. in Danvers from 1970 
to 1980, when he joined the fac¬ 
ulty at UMass Lowell. 

His work as a professor in 
the plastics engineering depart¬ 
ment has brought an influx of 
several million dollars in 


research grants. His latest work 
was on programming computers 
using fuzzy logic for controlling 
an adaptable plastics mixing 
system. 
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attending as many classes as 
possible, find four or more 
teachers to sign the required 
add/drop forms. Competing 
against every other student 
made this impossible for many, 
considering the difficulty teach¬ 
ers had in keeping track of stu¬ 
dent rosters. In the new proce¬ 
dure, students can prepare a 
schedule and sign up for all 
classes at once at either 
add/drop location. 

The new procedure is not 
welcomed by all, however. In 
the past, seniors who needed a 
class to graduate could usually

persuade a professor to give 
precedence when choosing 
whom to add into a class 
Underclassmen were expected 
to be able to take the class at a 
later date, while the senior 
stayed in the class to graduate. 
Now, open spaces are on a first 
come first serve basis at the 
add/drop centers. ”There are so 


many other options” for seniors, 
according to Donald Donati. 
“There are bubble sheets [in the 
normal registration process], 
and seniors are allowed into late 
registration first.” Professors 
can also add seniors in need of 
an already full class by signing 
the add/drop forms still avail¬ 
able from the registrar's office, 
as they did last year.

parking would be free at the lot 
in the Spring semester. Mary 
Connelly, the Director of Stu¬ 
dent Activities and Commuter 
Services, said that the flyers 
were not printed or authorized 
by the university. Student use 
of the Vulkor lot was small and 
they decided to discontinue the 
service. 

The Vulkor lot on Broadway, 
has been leased by the Bruce 
Transportation Group Inc. 
(BIGI), a New Hampshire based 
bus company. BIGI decided to 
move from their current lot on 


Stevens Street to the Broadway 
location when they did not seek 
a special permit from the city. 
The Lowell Zoning Board of 
Appeals recently voted to 
require the company to obtain a 
special permit because of neigh¬ 
borhood complaints. Neighbors 
have complained of excessive 
noise and fumes and say 
Stevens Street is not wide 
enough for the buses. Mike 
Kenyon, manager of BIGI, said 
“We could have appealed, but 
we don’t want to create any 
waves with the neighbors.” 


SGA holds first meeting of the year

as well as old, topics were dis¬ 
cussed. As for old news, the 
parking situation came up yet 
again. Last semester, students 
were able to park in the Vulkor 
Lot for two dollars a day, in the 
assumption that this semester 
the school would have made a 
deal with the owner of the lot 
for free parking. But... that’s no 
longer an option because the lot 
is now being used by the city to 
park school buses. So we still 
have a huge parking problem. 

Also, the subject of the 
bookstore came up. The Univer¬ 
sity is looking into moving the 
store from Cobum Hall into the 
McGauvran Student Center.

ket themselves more effectively 
and have more flexibility,” 
Lindquist said. “They must real¬ 
ize that their ‘dream job’ may 
be in another location or at a 
level less than desired.” 

Some other findings of the 
report include: 

•Students with degrees in 
computer science will find an 
18 percent increase in job 
opportunities. 

•Demand for students with 
master’s degrees in accounting 
will fall nearly 66 percent. 

•At the bachelor’s level, 47 
percent of the firms will need 
more personnel, but 42 percent 
will need fewer new employees. 
For students with master’s 
degrees, 42 percent of the firms 
will hire more graduates, but 34 
percent will hire fewer students. 

•A majority of the firms con¬ 
duct drug tests and many check 
education and past employment 
references. Many firms are now 
using psychological testing. 
•Students with degrees in engi¬ 
neering can expect salaries .2 
percent higher than 1992 gradu¬ 
ates; liberal arts, 1.3 percent 
higher; and mathematics or 
statistics, 1 percent higher. 

Patrick Scheetz, director of 


the Collegiate Employment 
Research Institute at Michigan 
State University in East Lans¬ 
ing, found in a national survey 
that employers are projecting a 
decrease in the hiring of college 
graduates for the fourth straight 
year. 

The results were reported in 
Michigan State’s 22nd annual 
national survey, which said the 
most serious problem facing 
campus recruiters is the limited 
number of majority and female 
job-seekers, and the need for 
more applicants with work 
experience. Graduate students 
also have unrealistic expecta¬ 
tions, the report said. 

Among the major findings: 

•Employers are becoming 
more selective about their new 
hires, and some firms won’t 
consider applicants with a grade 
point average less than 3.0. 

•Job availability, while com¬ 
petitive nationwide, is better in 
the Southeast and North Cen¬ 
tral, and more competitive in 
the Southwest, South Central, 
Northeast and Northwest. 

•The qualifications employ¬ 
ers are looking for in college 
students include flexibility, 
teamwork skills and the ability 
to provide customer satisfac¬ 


tion. Computer knowledge is 
considered mandatory, the 
report said. 

•The estimated beginning 
salaries for 1993 college gradu¬ 
ates range form $40,173 for 
chemical engineers to $19,114 
for journalism majors. For stu¬ 
dents with master’s degrees, the 
average is $35,289, and for 
Ph.D.’s, $37,755. 

College graduates also are 
competing for jobs with people 
who have job experience but 
have been laid off or are switch¬ 
ing companies or careers. Dur¬ 
ing the past five years, 240 of 
the 540 businesses surveyed by 
Michigan State have lost an 
estimated 24,454 salaried posi¬ 
tions. 

“Another factor affecting 
new graduates is the change in 
corporate hiring practices,” 
Lindquist said. “Students face 
more competition from experi¬ 
enced personnel in the job mar¬ 
ket.” 

Lindquist estimates that the 
firms in 1992 hired 55 percent 
of new employees from people 
with previous job experience, 
and 46 percent of the firms now 
use contract personnel to fill 
professional positions.

Protestant campus ministry 
update 


To someone seeking to bal¬ 
ance school, work, friends, new 
information, roommates and/or 
commuting concerns, the Uni¬ 
versity of Massachusetts at 
Lowell with its diverse campus¬ 
es can be a confusing, challeng¬ 
ing, frustrating, fun, over¬ 
whelming, lonely, rewarding, 
wonderful place to be! Some¬ 
times it helps to know that there 
are places to go on campus to 
talk about such feelings and to 
share experiences. The Protes¬ 
tant Campus Ministry at Lowell 
provides one such place. The 
Protestant Ministry is supported 
by a coalition of local churches 
and denominations formed to 
provide a Protestant Christian 
presence for the UMass Lowell 
campus. 

During the fall and spring 
semesters, a weekly Protestant 
service is held on Sunday 
evenings at 6:00 p.m. The ser¬ 
vices are held in Fox Hall, 
Room 301.

Fr. William Sullivan 


“You done me a good turn” 
said Johnny May Jackson as we 
struggled to replace the sagging 
ceiling in her windowless bed¬ 
room. 

Johnny May lives way out 
on the Eufola Road halfway 
between Pittsview, Alabama 
(which you will not find on 
many maps) and nowhere 
(which is not on any map). 

Nineteen students from U. 
Mass Lowell, Sr. Gail, Sr. Grace 
(who we retrieved from the 
Philadelphia airport - we were 
three hours late - on our treck 
South) and myself journeyed to 
Alabama during Christmas 
break for the Catholic Center’s 
annual Outreach Trip. We went 
to do a little work for some 
needy folks there. We met God. 

God was present in Holy 
Trinity, Alabama where we 
slept and ate as guests of the 
Missionary Servants of the 
Blessed Trinity. God was pre¬ 
sent in the Sisters, Brothers, 
Priest and Lay Volunteers who 
are spending their lives in ser¬ 
vice to the abandoned, to those 
most in need. God was present 
in the p)eople we served in their 
poverty, in their faith, in their 
simple gratitude. 

I personally experienced 
God’s presence powerfully in 
two ways. First, in Sister Zelie 
who lives among the poor folks 
there and loves them with the 
heart of Christ, without judge¬ 
ment, without self-interest. I felt 
good just being in her presence. 
The spirit was strong in her. She 
is a person one loves instantly 
and one you would rather not be 
parted from, truly Christ-like 
qualities. 

Secondly, I experienced 


God’s presence in the students 
who made this pilgrimage. 
Each one responded to the 
opportunity to serve with the 
grace God gave them from the 
place they were in their spiritual 
journey. I experienced God’s 
love and affection in the stu¬ 
dents I worked with, in their 
good humor, in their frustration, 
in their attentiveness to the 
moment, in their quest for truth, 
in their openness to the move¬ 
ment of the Spirit in them¬ 
selves. Their work was spiritu¬ 
alized by their faith. Their love 
for God and for one another, 
which they shared with the peo¬ 
ple they served as best they 
could, filled my heart with joy, 
my eyes with tears. Whether 
they painted houses, cleaned out 
months or even years of 
neglect, fixed leaky roofs, 
widened doors or chopped 
wood for Winter, they did it 
with faith and love. Motivated 
only by the desire to serve their 
brothers and sisters in Christ. 

We were all changed by this 
experience. We will never be 
again the people we were before 
December 28, 1992. We have 
lived the three great transform¬ 
ing theological virtues of Faith, 
Hope and Love. In our giving 
we have received in “good mea¬ 
sure, pressed down, shaken 
together, running over, will be 
put into your lap. For the mea¬ 
sure you give will be the mea¬ 
sure you get back.” 

To all we served, we 
say...thank you for allowing us 
to come into your home, to 
share your pain, to see your 
faith. You have done us a “good 
turn,” you surely have.

Two New Scholarship 
Programs Available 


Air Force ROTC has two new 
scholarship programs, the Incentive 
Scholarship open to students in any 
academic field, and the Express 
Scholarship, open only to those studying 
in specific technical areas. 

The Incentive Scholarship offers 
$1000 per semester to junior and senior 
AFROTC cadets majoring in any 
academic field. Sophomores should apply 
to join AFROTC by February 15 to be 
considered for next year. 

The Express Scholarship Program 
offers two and three year scholarships 
covering tuition and fees to students 
majoring in the following areas: computer 
science, computer engineering, nursing, 
math, meteorology, and physical therapy. 
An environmental engineering 
concentration in civil engineering also 
qualifies. Students must be in AFROTC 
as a Freshman to apply for the three year 
award and may apply any time during that 


year. Sophomores may apply for the two 
year award any time during the year, but 
early application improves the chances of 
selection. 

Additionally, all junior and senior 
cadets, as well as all cadets on scholarship 
receive a $100 per month tax free stipend 
during the academic year. 

Scholarship recipients must be able to 
meet all Air Force ROTC academic, 
physical, and commissioning standards, 
accept a commission as an Air Force 
officer upon graduation, and serve a 
minimum of four years on active duty. 
Starting salary is over $24,000 plus full 
medical and dental benefits, as well as 30 
days vacation per year.

"Nausea" from Therapy? by Matt Gormley 



Threrapy? is drummer Fyfe Ewing, bassist 
Michael McKeegan, and Guitarist Andy Cairns. 


The A and M debut release 
“Nausea” from Therapy? teases 
to the point of aggravation, 
leaving the listener with a slight 
earache and improper body ten¬ 
sion. The trio from Ireland 
attempts to glue together a 
unique sound from many dif¬ 
ferent elements, preventing any 
coherent link from song to 
song. 

But presented over the air¬ 
waves in singles, “Nausea” 
might catch on and take off. 
Ska and metal run together in 
“Deep Sleep,” that borrows a 
little bit from Big Star and 
Jesus Lizard. “There are too 
many bands playing tourist 
music: Bono meets The Pogues 
in a thatched roof cottage.” says 
guitarist/vocalist Andy Cairns. 
But can an atypical house be 
built with all twisted boards? 
Every lick is predictable or 
asymmetric, which illustrates 
the professed influences of Big 
Black and Ministry. Ironically, 
the blend of Carl Orf and Hel¬ 
met mix into a digestible recipe 
on “Teethgrinder.” 

“Accelerator” and the title 
track, “Nausea,” achieve cohe¬ 
sion due to the attempts to cre¬ 
ate something unique. Repeti¬ 
tion is emphasized, which usu¬ 
ally indicates changes else¬ 
where in the song. But Thera¬ 
py? keeps on playing and play¬ 
ing...until they throw something 
at you. 

Bassist Michael Keegan 
says, “Our music is an alterna¬ 
tive to some fourteen year-old 
acne ridden death metallers 
singing about slaughtering 
lambs and painting the blood all 
over their mothers.” 

Drummer/vocalist Fyfe 
Ewing rounds out the Irish trio. 


“It’s like being doused in petrol 
and having an orgasm at the 
same time,” Fyfe explains, “in 
outer space at zero gravity. You 
make sense of that, *cuz 1 
can't.” 

The original Wiija records 
mini LP “Babyteeth” revealed a 
different band that needed to 
tour and find themselves. 
Somehow, the link between 
“Babyteeth” and “Nausea” 
slipped, and then Caught. The 
band recorded only half an 
album, and half an experiment. 
The result is “Nausea,” and it 
only half succeeds. 

“What a lot of people miss 


about our music,” Cairns points 
out, “is the sense of humor. Our 
humor is a release.” The multi¬ 
ple facets of Therapy? walk the 
listener through songs about 
desolation, guns, broken vans, 
and hours spent in dentist’s 
waiting rooms. 

Despite the shortcomings of 
“Nausea,” Therapy? has a pow¬ 
erful sound that can only 
mature. If you have a chance, 
see Therapy? live-they’re 
rumored to be a hot show. 
“Nausea” as a whole doesn’t 
fly, but the strength of some 
tracks help it jump off the 
ground a little.

Techno's Latest Raves? 

Smart-E s and Intermix

Who needs a band when you 
have a computer? 

I mean really. There’s no 
need for a real live drummer 
when you can program a 
machine to do it much faster 
and with flawless accuracy. No 
sense getting blisters on your 
fingers when you can sample 
old rock records, digitize and 
manipulate the sounds to your 
own tastes. 

Combining vast arrays of 
modern tecnology to make 
“music” can result in pitiful top- 
forty dance music if you’re not 
careful (or if you are—that’s 
where the money is). But add to 
your electronic beats and high- 
tech snippets an ungodly fast 
tempo and gothic sound, and 
you end up with the latest rage 
since punk rock. 

Call it rave, call it techno, 
call it intense. “Raves”, dances 
where hundreds gather to 
groove to the beat, happen 
legally and illegally on both 
sides of the Atlantic. And major 
labels are snapping up rave acts 
faster than the bands can pro¬ 


gram their keyboards. 

Atlantic Records, loosely 
disguised as Pyro Tech/Big 
Beal, has just released 
“Sesame’s Treet”, the first 
record by Romford, England’s 
Smart E’s, Famous for their 
high-speed remake of the 
“Sesame Street” theme song. 
Smart E’s have created a 
diverse first effort. Serious, with 
sampled space program dialog 
in “Apollo”; humorous, with 
Muppet effects in “Sesame’s 
Treet”; and musical, with vocal¬ 
ist Jayde contributing to “Loo’s 
Control” and “Make it Hap¬ 
pen”. “Sesame’s Treet” keeps 
up the tempo and groovy mood 
that can make rave a happy 
experience. 

On the smaller end of the 
scale, Roadrunner’s Third Mind 
records is responsible for 
“Phaze Two”, the second album 
by Intermix. Third mind is 
devoted to the techno-industrial 
side of Roadrunner’s lineup, 
and Intermix is a project from 
techno veterans Bill Leeb and 
Rhys Fuller.

Three to Letter of Intent 

Lowell - University of Massachusetts Lowell Men’s Basketball 
coach Gary Manchel announced that three prospective student-ath¬ 
letes have signed national letters of intent during the early signing 
period and will be attending UMass Lowell in September, 1993. 

Manchel, who is in his first season as the Chiefs’ head coach, 
announced that Mark Davis, a 6-5 forward out of Hillcrest High 
School in Jamaica, Queens, New York, N.Y.; Brent Oakleaf, a 6-7 
forward at Genessee Community College in Batavia, N.Y.; and 
Jarvis Murray, a 6-7 center at Schoolcraft College in Detroit, 
Michigan have signed national letters of intent and accepted schol¬ 
arship offers to attend UMass Lowell beginning in September, 
1993. 

“All three are very athletic, hard-nosed defensive players,’’ 
commented Manchel. “They all fit into the way I want our team to 
play - up tempo and pressure defense. They will help fill the void 
left by our four graduating frontcourt players.” 

Manchel described Davis as a very strong rebounder and great 
defender who is just scratching the surface of his abilities. Davis 
averaged 18 points, 11 rebounds and 3 blocked shots per game as a 
junior last season playing for coach Ken Gershon. 

Oakleaf, a resident of Newark, N.Y., is a very skilled player 
who can shoot the three-pointer, pass, and should be an impact 
player for the Chiefs’ team the first time he steps on the floor next 
year according to Manchel. Through seven games this season play¬ 
ing for Bill Van Gundy at Genessee CC, Oakleaf is averaging 15.6 
points and 9.7 rebounds. 

Murray, a resident of Detroit, Mich., is a raw athlete who had 
some Division One schools looking at him and Manchel feels very 
fortunate to get him.
